mitted by three men, who spoke Eng- 
lish, one of them with a noticeable 
American accent. According to the 
boy's story, he was awakened by one 
of the men kneeling ou his chest and 
choking him. 


Afterwards two of the men left him 


and blew open the safe, the third man 
standing guard over him with a re- 
volver- The carpet from the 
office 


floor was wrapped about the safe to 
deaden the noise of the explosion, but 
in spite of this the detonation awak- 
ened a watchman in a building oppo- 
site the one in which the express 
company's office was located, and the 
force of the exploding charge was so 
great that it twisted coin lying loose 
in the safe. The burglar who had 
been guarding the boy, the latter 
says, left him with a warning no* to 
stir on pain of death.

He is the vox humana in 
all music, the gracefulest line in all 
sculpture, the most exquisite mingl- 
ing of lights and shades U all paint- 
ing1, the acme or all climaxes, the 
done of all cathedraled grandeur and 
the peroration of all splendid lan- 
guage. 


The Greek alphabet is made up of 


twenty-four letters, and when Christ 
compared Himself to the first letter 
and the last letter, the alpha and the 


He appropriated to Himself 


all the splendors that yo can spell 
out with those two letters, and all 
the letters between them. "I am the 
Alpha and the Omega, the begin- 
ning and the end, the first and the 
last" Or, if you piefer the words of 
the toxt, "Above all." 


It means, after you have piled up 


all Alpine and Himalayan altitudes, 
the glory of Christ would have to 
spread its wings and descend a thou- 
sand leagues to touch those summits* 
Pelion, a high mountain of Thessaly; 
Ossa, a high mountain, and Olympus/ 
a high mountain; but mythology tells 
ns when the giants warred against 
the gods they piled up these three 
mountains, and from the top of them 
proposed to scale the heavens; but 
the height was not great enough, 
and there was a complete failure. 
And after all the giants—Isaiah and 
Paul, prophetic and apostolic giants; 
Baphael and Michael Angelo, artis- 
tic giants; cherubim and seraphim, 
and archangel, celestial giants—have 
failed to climb to the top of Christ's 
glory, they might all well unite in 
the words of the text and say, "Ho 
that cometh from above is above all." 


First, Christ must be above all else 


in our preaching. There are so many 
books on homiletics scattered through 
the world that all laymen, as well as 
all clergymen, have made up their 
minds what sermons ought to be. 
That sermon is most effectual which 
most pointedly puts forth Christ as 
the pardon of all sin and the correc-

CHRIST'S THIRD APPEARANCE. 


This lesson piece of scripture is full 


of riches which we can readily ap- 
proximate, and also it is clothed hi 
mysteries which we would better not 
attempt to understand. First of all, 
we set before us the scene of Christ's 
appearing <to His disciples. It was 
on Easter day, as we call it, and it 
was the third time He had showed 
Himself alive that first day of the 
week—in the early morning to tho 
faithful women, in the afternoon to 
the two disciples on their walk to the 
village called Emmaus; and now, in 
tho evening, He suddenly ushered 
Himself into their presence, where 
they were gathered, 


Where were they assembled? 
We 


know not. 
Possibly some hiding 


place in which they took refuge after 
they fled from Gethsemane. 
From 


the statement that (lesson verse 19), 
"the doors were shut/', it his been 
surmised that the disciple Mnd were 
in dread of arrest, and nil + ue more 
susceptible to alarm by the sudden 


(appearance of anyone. And so Lukn 
(xxiv. 37) says the disciples "were 
terrified and supposed they had seen 
a spirit/7 
Was there a miracle 


wrought in His entrance while th» 
doors were shut? Possibly. But just 
as possibly not, There is no profit in 
multiplying belief in miraculous acis 
or events. Better, much, in doubtful 
cases, to assert and insist that if a 
miracle was needed, Jesus could very 
easily work it. 


THE SAVIOR'S SALUTATION 
One who had, by the Divine power 


lodged in Him, risen from the dead, 
any other miracle would be easy to 
perform. Probably His resurrection 
body was not subiect to the limita- 
tions of ordinary matter. But even 
if it was not, we do not know posi- 
tively that He passed through the 
shut door. Only let us stand firm in 
our faith that "with God all things 
are possible," and that nothing that 
Christians have considered miracu 
lous i$ to be discredited on the basis 
of <*it could not have been-/' then out- 
footing will b« firm. 
.Entering, in. these circumstances, to 


where the disciples were assembled, 
the salutation of Jesus was most win- 
some and sweet. Those men had all 
forsaken Him when the military and 
mob surrounded Him in Gethsemane. 
Not one, except John, put in an ap- 
pearance the next day on Calvary. 


They allowed their Lord to suffer 


and die without so much as the cheer- 
ing presence of His most professed 
friends. They certainly had been a 
derelict set, to say the least. Had 
their risen friend refused ever again 
to recognize them, it would not have 
been more than men usually do in 
any such circumstances. 


HEAVEN'S BENEDICTION. 


But Jesus was infinitely more than 


a mere man, and so we see Him as 
He (verse 19) "stood in their midst/* 
saying: 
"Peace be unto you!" 
It 


was indeed a phrase frequently heard 
as a courtesy in society. But there, 
we think, the tones of the Master 
would laden the terms of the saluta- 
tion with such heavenly sweetness 
that the pax vobiscurn would sounl 
as heaven's dearest benediction. 
H<> 


knew their state of mind. 
Possibly 


He saw a scared look in their faces, 
and self-condemnation in their coun- 
tenances, as they at one and the 
same instant began to recognize Him, 
and then began to recall their un- 
faithfulness. 


Words of reproach would have been 


appropriate, but Jesus had said He 
loved them "unto the end," and so 
for reproach he substituted: "Peace 
be unto you.0 The salutation over, 
and noting the need of further evi- 
dence to satisfy boUi their doubts 
ond th*ii fenM. the Mrster next took 
an appeal to their senses, which was 
after the same merciful method that 
our God always uses to convince us. 


Thus when Jesus in His ministry 


snv how skeptical his hearers were 
when He was talking of His own di- 
vine character and claims, He said 
(John v, 36 and x. 25): 
"Look at 


my works if you cannot accept my 
word*. 
They 'bear witness of me/ 


nnd establish the truth, because no 
mere man can do them." It was an 
/appeal to their senses, so that it 
might come to pass with them as it 
docs with us, when we say, "seeing 
is believing/* 


IBENTItfTCATIOtf OF JESTJS. 
After thAs manner He made Him- 


self known that 
first 
Lord's day 


evening- to the assembled disciples 
(lesson verse 20). "He showed them 
His tads and His side!" The scar 
which the soldier's spear made and 


^ the prints of the nails in His hands 
identified Him beyond dispute with 
the victim of Calvary, their crucified 
Master. And the identification 
of 


Christ as the suffering Savior, whose 
sacrifice was for the salvation of th# 
World, will always be by pointing to 


those marks of the cross, 


Tliers never yet has been n cas* 


where Christianity as a vital and 
transforming 
force and faith was 


introduced by pointing to Christ as n 
philosopher, a philanthropist or an 
example for imitation. After faith- 
ful missionaries 
have 
gone into 


pagan countrtiss and 
communities 


carrying- the blsod-stained cross ana 
preaching as Paul did—-"we have re- 
demption through His btood"—tlien 
there have followed teachers who tra- 
duced those truths, calling them a 
"bloody theology." 


But they never by so doing built 


up men in loyilty to Jesus Christ. A 
diluted doctrine of the 
crucifixion 


will starve 
the religious nature 


wherever it gains control and cur- 
rency. 
After all we know and say 


of Je;ws ns a man of matchless ex- 
cellence of character and conduct, 
the soul u'hicli feels its need of par- 
don and pc>aco with G-od cannot find 
It by simply imitating the beneficent 
acts of Jesus Christ. 


APPEALS TO SENSES. 


Let us use our best endeavors

ARSENIC IN VEGETABLES, 


An important discovery has just 


been made by the Lancet, whose lab- 
ratory 
commissioners 
undertook, 


some time ago, the examination of a 
number of substances, including cer- 
tain foods and drugs in common 
daily use, and in the preparation of 
which sulphuric acid is used. As a 
result, it was found that artificial 
manures are rich in arsenic, which is 
easily soluble in water. This is the 
less surprising since the basis of 
artificial 
manures—namely, 
super- 


phosphate of lime—is formed by act- 
ing upon ordinary bone ash with 
common oil of vitriol. The import- 
ant point, however; is that it has 
now been established beyond doubt 
that plants to which arsenical ma- 
nure is applied take up arsenic in 
their tissues. Cabbages and turnip! 
gathered from fields manured with 
superphosphates have given unmis 
tnkable evidence of the presence ol 
arsenic. It is probable that acid ac 
cumulates in soil which is constantly 
being dressed with superphosphates 
so that plants raised on such sol 
would absorb arsenic, and exercise an 
injurious effect on the health of botl 
man and animals. It is even pos 
sible, for a similar reason, that th< 
beef and mutton which we eat daily 
contain arsenic. The more import 
ant question also arises: 
May no 


the arsenic in malt be traceable t 
the somewhat large amount of arse 
nic inevitably present in artificia 
manures? This aspect of the subjec 
is a very serious one, and demand 
further and fuller inquiry,—Cham 
bers' Journal.

The Jackson pumping station is 


situated upon the bank of nn exten- 
sive reservoir whch formerly fur- 
nished the water supply 
and was 


abandoned yeais ago when the peo- 
ple of that city raised 
an outcry 


against the use of a surface source 
of supply and demanded wells. The 
city now gets its entire supply ot 
water from wells, most of them in 
the rock and a few in the gravel 
Jackson is fortunate 
in having a 


water field that is seemingly without 
limit of capacity. Flowing wells and 
exceedingly rich producers of watei 
may be obtained by boring into the 
earth almost anywhere in the neigh- 
borhood of the city. Years ago three 
of the best 
producers* from some 


cause ceased to give water and were 
abandoned. The siphon system of 
lifting water was then exclusively 
used. Tests with the Bacon air-lift 
system, 
now 
steadily 
employed 


proved satisfactory, and five years 
ago that system was installed, the 
aii-lift being attached to the three 
abandoned wells. 
At present and 


since then about 3,200,000 gallons 
of water have been pumped 
daily 


from those three wells once aban- 
doned as worthless. Owing to abund- 
ant supply from other wells the air- 
lift wells are pumped only froir two 
to four hours daily, except in times 
of excessive draft on the supply. 


City officials and citizens of Jack- 


son generally unite in the declara- 
tion that the air-lft system is satis- 
factory and reliable and that no one 
there would for a moment consitiei 
dispensing with it. Five years of 
daily test of the Bacon air-lift sys- 
tem has, so far as Jackson is con 
cerned, at least, 
given abundant 


proof that it is equal to every or- 
dinary requirement and every un- 
usual emergency as well. 


The compressor plant installed in 


Jackson cost about $7,500, but it is 
much smaller than and in many re- 
spects inferior to the plant it is pro- 
posed to install in Fort Wayne.

tion of the respective bids of the 
Shaw-Kendall people and the Bass 
company yesterday, discovery wai 
made which shows that while ti".i 
Shaw-Kendall company's drawings, 
submitted to the board of public 
woiks, illusti'ate two cross-compound 
condensing units with duplex air cyl- 
Indeis, their specifications call fot: 
but one unit, this single unit having 


capacity of what is practically 


equivalent to the two cross-compound 
condensing Corliss duplex condense! s 
upon which the Bass company has 
bid. The city specifications stipxilfuo 
that theie shall be two units, as the 
Bass bid provides, thereby giving the 
city a plant capable of flexibility, ac- 
cording to the view taken by some 
experts, it being contemplated, evi- 
dently, to disconnect one side of their 
machine while operating- the other 
side as a single cylinder condensing1 


machine. It is claimed that the cost 
of operating the proposed Bass in- 
stallment could be done at a saving 
of much money on Hie item of sle.im 
alone.

The poems were all charming, while 
many of them were of striking merit 
Eleven of the best papers reviewed 
the book favorably, several maga- 
zines quoted from it and I spent over 
$40 in advertising it. At the end of 
the year I had sold six copies! I ihad 
always believed that this was the 
smallest number of copies sold of a 
regularly published book until a 
brother publisher confidede to me not 
long ago that—well, that it was not. 
Of another volume by an American 
poet I sold only forty-two copies 
(not counting those bought by the 
author.)

Jttmes Watson Webb, editor of the

preceding the war of secession, and 
one of the most prominent journalists 
of that day, was hampered in his use- 
fulness as an editor by his activity as 
a politician. To Webb is commonly 
ascribed the honor of suggesting the 
name Whig for the coalition, of na- 
tional republicans, anti-Masons and 
anti-Jackson democrats, who adopted 
that name in 1834* Nathan Sargent, 
however, another newspaper man of 
that day, who wrote for many years 
under the .pen-name of "Oliver Old- 
school," claims that distinction for 
himself, and that tfoe designation 
whig for the new combination ap- 
pears for the first time in a paper 
called the Star-Spangled Banner, 
printed in Philadelphia, 
Douglas 


told his Boswell and father-in-law, 
James Madison Cutts, in 1859, that 
the reason Webb, who had -been a 
strong supporter of Jack&on previ- 
ously, went to the opposition in 1834, 
was that Webb had. Just borrowed 
$52,000 f.rom the Bank of the United 
States, and that Jackson's removal of 
the deposits from that institution 
just afterward showed that the presi- 
dent's war against the bank would 
be successful , and, therefore, seri- 
ously injured bank stock. It was for 
this cause, according to Douglas, that 
Webb joined the opposition, of whlefi 
he was a prominent spokesman until 
the deat'h of the whig party.

A few years ago a letter, writ-t^n in 


the 30Js, from Thorn is BUchie, was 
discovered in which Bitchie depre- 
cate,d the activity of Major Noah as 
nn office-seeker, and said that no edi- 
tor could mix politics with journal- 
ism without destroying his useful- 
ness in the latter calling. But 
Ritchie forgot his own precepts^ for 
shortly after this time, in 1845, he 
was induced by President Polk to go 
"•o Washington to take cntrol of the 
TTnion, which displaced the CHobe, of 
the Jacksoninn era, as the joitrhal- 
istic dispenser of true democracy* 
JTo soon discovered Tuis blunder. 
JRitclhiet for over a thiri of at century 
ths editor of the Bichinond Enquirer, 
"-ncl the most prominent journalist of 
the south during most of this time, 
never, while in the national capital, 
found his environment altogether 
congenial.

though, who tilled Pleasants, the 
other Richmond editor, iu that cele- 
brated duel around the Mexican war 
days, was this Bitchiete son, and not?

With a quainter garb 
than that worn by Grimes, of the old 
song, and, in his latter days, with a 
form as etna-dated and tortuous as 
that of Senator Poindexter, whom 
Blair, of the Globe, called the "devil's 
darning needle," "Father Bitchie,'' 
during Polk's days, was one of the 
most picturesque and interesting fig- 
ures of the national capital,

WEEK OF PBAYEB. 


"During the week of prayei it has 


been the custom to have a service in 
Turkish in the afternoon, followed 
by a woman's meeting1, and in the 
evening a service in Armenian. It 
has been the custom to dismiss the 
school and to have the children at- 
tend this afternoon serivce, but as 
few of the Armenian children under- 
stand even conveisational Turkish, 
we arranged for children's meetings 
to be held in this school every after- 
noon, the little hoys coming three- 
quarters of a mile from the boys1 


school. I led three cf tne meetings 
and Mrs. Wilson two. I was delight- 
ed to begin to be undei stood while 
using this difficult language. 
The 


Tuikish is much easier, but because 
the Armenian is much more neces- 
sary for me, I have put the most time 
on that. 


"One afternoon I had selected for 


my subject, Sol. i., 15, 'Take us the 
foxes, the little foxes, that spoil the 
vines; for our vines have tender 
grapes,* and had made upon muslin 
a laige picture of a vine and had cut 
out ancl colored some small foxes. I 
had talked about two and hacl pinned 
them up, when I noticed a very small 
boy in front becoming quite excited, 
I picked up a larger -fox, which we 
named 
'Disobedience,' 
and 
when 


through talking, was in the act of 
pinning him up also, when this lit- 
tle fellow in agony cried out, 'Take 
them away, don't let them eat up the 
vine/ 


"I cannot help but think that the 


week's teaching was very effective, a 
large number of the little folks say- 
ing that they wanted to be Christ's 
soldiers, and I noticed some of the 
girls trying1 especially hard to bn less 
selfish and to be more careful in LVurr 
speech.

THE CTOIOUS GOOSE PLANT. 


The goose plant is a native of Gua- 


temala, and its name is truly descrip- 
tive. Its bud has the perfect slnpe 
of a goose, with a head and neck 
proudly arched, as if floating in the 
water. The average length of a bud 
is sixteen inches. As it bursts *in*,o 
bloom the breftst opens, showing i 
delicate cone-shaped orifice, lined 
with a rich pui*ple, velvety surface. 
simply exquisite in coloring and trac- 
ing. In full' bloom it resembles nn 
enoi'rnousr leaf, about fifty inches in 
circuiriffcrence. 


it has a long, string-like tail, tw? 


feet, six inches in length. In some 
respects 
it resembles the night- 


blooming 
ccreus. 
It 
makes its 


growth during the night, and all 
bloom is put forth in the silence of 
darkness. Further, it blooms but to 
fade. 
The bud expands into full 


bloom hi three days, but the nowe? 
withers in a day. 


Its odor, however, is decidedly dif' 


ferent from that of the queen of the 
night. The bud has no odor, but that 
of the "bloom i£> aiX almost unbearable 


, exactly ifke that of decaying 
it atti'ftflts the regular blue 


, or carrion ny> an$ swarms of 


them are buzzing &bout the strangely 
beautiful though repulsive flower, 
These Ai6S are its agents of fertiliaa- 
Hon, It is a carrier plant, The odor 
o£ decajrtug-meat lures the lilies to the 


ornce of the flower, Oh and on they 
walk, deep into the throat of the 
flower—never to escape. * The deep 
nap lining of the orfice inclines down 
into the throat of the blossom. Con- 
sequently, the flies find it very easy 
and comfortable walking in; but, if 
they wish to come out, or retrace 
their way, they strike snags* Once 
in, there is a high, curved phalanx 
which makes escape hopeless. 


The leaves, roots and stems—in 


fact, all parts of the plant—are an 
infallible antidote against the bites 
of all poisonous insects and reptiles. 
Bites of the most venomous snakes 
are absolutely harmless with a gooso 
plant at hand. Travelers relate that 
all poisonous reptiles and insects 
shun this plant—except when they 
have been bitten, Then they seek 
it. Humboldt says that while trav- 
eling through Central America he 
saw two snakes engaged in deadly 
combat. One was mortally wounded- 
It immediately went for a goose plant 
near by and greedily devoured tho 
healing leaves. Kumboldt captured 
the snake while in its torpid state 
and treated it with the leaves, The 
snake recovered. 
The natives cf 


Guatemala? never travel without car- 
rying a small sack of the roots of this 
plant in their pockets. Thus equipped 
they are never molested by insects 
or reptiles of any sort.

Sir C. Lyell gives an in- 
stance of a pig—an animal popularly 
believed to be anything but an adept 
<*t swimming—being found far ou' 
at sea bravely making it way toward 
some haven of rest. Such animals 
as- tortoises may easily be conveyed 
on driftwood 
over Icaig 
tracts of 


ocean, A recent report of tho Indian 
Marine Survey gives a case in point.

aboard a corgo steamer. Then sho 
swam to land and was thereafter des- 
patched. Snakes were also found oil 
the floats of t'he paddlewheels of tho 
surveying &tearner, having been car- 
ried down by the flood. A luck settle- 
ment in a new territory ttrus implies 
the extended distribution of a race, 
It is interesting to note how greatly 
what we may call chance may influ- 
ence the extension of life over tho 
earth's surface,—London Chronicle.

Mcdoc district the clarets were noto 
riosuly bad duiing the years 1879, 
1881 to 1886 inclusive, 1893, 1894 
1895 and 1897. 


"The public are strenuously warn- 


ed," says the booklet sent out by i 
large English firm, "against tin 
wines of well known names, but ii 
different years, so often offered a 
auction sales- or through other ad 
trertissd channels, thus inspiring r 
bslief in their cheapness. It should 
bo remembered that quality depends 
not so much on the name as on tho 
vintage."

EVILS FOLLOW GRIP. 


A French Physician Declares 


That Appendicitis is an Af- 
termath. 


On th*testimony of a distinguished 


French physician a new count must 
be added to the long indictment 
against th dreaded grip. This phy- 
sician, Dr, J. Lucas Championniere, 
has set the medical profession to dis- 
cussing and disagreeing tbout his 
theories in a fine manner. 
The new 


theory of the Frenchman was given 
to the world through a paper read by 
him at a 
meeting 
of the French 


Academy of Medicine recently. 
In 


this Dr. Championniere declared that 
appendicitis is largely an after effect 
of the grip. He points out that it 
lias been noted and recorded by phy- 
sicians in all parts of the civilized 
world that there are many serious 
cases of the affection- of the appendix 
after every recurrence of an epidemic 
of the grip. 


The conclusion is not based on this 


observation alone, however, and there 
is a full discussion of the increase of 
the malady which has during the last 
twenty years become familiar to the 
people of Europe and America undei 
txie name of appendicitis, Dr. Lucas 
lays clown several propositions which 
may be generalized as follows; Ap- 
pendicitis is a new disease or its de- 
velopment into the frequent malady 
of the present is a new thing; it is a 
sort of epidemic; more frequently 
than otherwise it is the localizing of 
the grip. Its prime causes, he thinks 
are improper or insufficient purgation 
of the digestive organs and the ex- 
cessive use as food of freshly slaugh- 
tered meat. 
The French physician, 


in hi& discussion 01 the disease, gave 
one of the most prominent physicians 
of an. American city as his authority 
for tlie statement that one-third of 
the population of that city was af- 
flicted with appendicitis or had the 
germs of the disease in their sy&tems. 


IS NEW HITMAN AFFLICTION. 
He does not countenance the \heory 


of some physicians that appendicitis 
h-as existed for generations, but that 
the medical profession was nofb ob- 
serving enough to discover it and 
treat it as a distinct ailment. He be- 
lieves that for many generations Eu- 
rope and America have had surgeons 
and physicians who would not have 
failed to record and endeavor -to seek 
a remedy for this malady had it been 
developed in their patients. He from 
his researches thinks that while there 
has always been a vermiform disease 
arising therefrom it is only in the 
present generation that the changed 
conditions of living have made the 
disease important. 


His theory about the 
disease i<3 


based on his observation and the re- 
jection of other eminent physicians 
of the old theories which were held 
a few years ago about it being trace- 
able to grape seeds and the like. 
These have been exploded long since, 
he says, and the physician must look 
somewhere else in his search for the 
origin of this new foe to human life 
which it is his (business to battle 
with. The malady known as appen- 
dicitis is but little understood, and, 
like many other physicians, lie ad- 
mits that practically nothing is 
known of itexcept lhatitisdangerous 
and often fatal, and that of late years 
it has increased at an alarming rate. 
It is known by physicians that it is 
catarrhal inflammation of the niu- 
eou&rmembiaues, whidh, extending to 
the appendix, produces a condition of 
purulence that becomes localized per- 
itonitis. But what the inflammation 
proceeds from and what is the origi- 
nal cause aie problems which have 
baffled the physicians up to this time, 
MODERN HABITS PRODUCE IT. 
He reasons that if the malady is a 


new disease, or even an old one which 
has increased according to ,the pro- 
portions which the evidence of tho 
best physicians shows it has attained 
then theie must be sonic modern 
cause for this. He iinds the cause 
in the new conditions of life, the 
change of civilized men, especially in 
England and America, to a more ex- 
clusive meat diet'and the concurrent 
change in the practice of physicians 
in the matter of not giving purga- 
tives. In the old days the farmer, 
the artisan and the ordinary business 
man, lie say^ living, a quiet, peaceful 
life, subsisted on a diet largely veg- 
etable. 
This was ot only the best 


suited for his digestive oigans, but 
it supplied him with tlxe sustenance 
needed for IUB work. 
Since "the 


strenuous life" became the vogue in 
America and Europe, too, the terrific 
nervous Strain under which men live 
requires a more powerful stimulating 
diet, and meat has become the great 
food staple. Children are ed it when 
they should be given only lacteal 
food. 
The physician says he has 


heard men boast that they never un- 
der any circumstances ate vegetables, 
fruit or bread. 


The appendix, he says, can be safe- 


ly said to be more susceptible of dis- 
ease 
from its stiucture than 
any 


other organ of the body. Whatever 
infects the intestines inevitably af- 
fects the appendix. 
Its direct con- 


nection with the intestines makes It 
the depository of the most virulent 
poisons which infect the body. As 
there is no outlet, these toxics mul- 
tiply nnd hicreae in virulence r\ 
finally wotk fatal consequences 


inial food contains to a 
degree than vegetables the properties 
inimical to health. The change from 
the more natural vegetable diet, or 
largely vegetable, worked changes in 
the digestive organs which were not 
wholly able to adapt themselves to 
the new conditions. 
He has never 


seen rtor heard of a purely vegetarian 
being afflicted with appendicitis. H« 
goes further and says that the medi- 
cal statistics \vill show that in those 
countries where the vegetable diet )«t 
still adheisd to there is notning 
known of the malady which has com3 
to be the terror of the meat eating 
notions of the world. 


ADVISES ATTENTION TO DIET. 
For a remedy ami preventive of 


this disease of ths appendix, or which 
has its culmintiou in the affection cf 
the appendix, t'he physician says n 
more caieful attention to diet is nec- 
essary, and he urges on physicians to 
go back to some of their older prac- 
tices with relation to purgatives, 
which of late years have been almost 
totally abandoned. 
The old practice 


relied largely on this form of treat- 
ment in most ailments, but the mod- 
em practitioner has rejected it from 
fear of peritonitis. This Dr. Cham- 
pionniere thinks a groundless fear, 
or, at least, that the danger from 
peritonitis is much less with the in- 
testinal canal thoroughly cleansed of 
waste than is the danger from ap- 
pendicitis where the body is clogged 
with poison-generating material. As 
the artificial mode of life has in- 
creased the liability of the accumu- 
lation of poisons in the system, so, 
he argues, must artificial means be 
used to assist the system in get- 
ting rid of them. 


SUICIDE BELIEFS, 


Yesterday a coroner's jury at Chel- 


sea brought in the very rare verdict 
of "felo de se" in a case of suicide. 
Nowadays such a finding involves no 
more than the possibility that the 
body may not be buried in conse- 
crated ground, but, as every one 
knows, it is not so many years ago 
that it would have compelled the au- 
thorities to bury the corpse at a 
point where four cross ror*d8 meet, 
anci with a stake plated through it. 
People who suppose that this bar- 
barous ceremonial was ordained for 
the purpose of making suicide terri- 
ble to those who contemplated it aie 
probably quite mistaken. The idea 
underlying it was not the punish- 
ment of the dead, but the security of 
the living, and the peculiar ordinance 
was a survival into modern times of 
the strange ghost notions of our Scan- 
dinavian ancestors. It was thought 
that the suicide was particularly apt 
to reappear as a "revenantv~a "ge- 
gangere" it was among the Scandi- 
navians—and the object of these ap- 
parently meaningless operations was 
to make it as difficult as possible for 
the ghost to annoy the living. 


It was supposed that the stake 


might suffice to hold down the spirit, 
and that if it did not do so, he or she 
would be so much confused at enter- 
ing upon a new phase of existence at 
p place where four roads met, as very 
likely to take the wrong one, and 
move off to annoy some other village, 
01, perhaps, lose the way altogethei 
upon moor or fen, and subside into a 
comparatively 
haimless 
jack 
of 


lantein. In some places cutting off 
the head and placing it upon the 
chest was substituted for impalement 
with the stake. The introduction of 
rowan, the witchwood of all northern 
nations, into the coffin, was much 
fnvored by those who made a spec- 
ialty of means for restraining the 
tendency of the suicide to "come 
again;" but it never seems to have 
giown into the recognized custom, 
and must be regarded as a merely 
empirical remedy suggested by the 
fact that th° mountain ash is good 
against all kinds of supernatural un- 
pleasantness.—London Globe.

Therefore the discharge from 
the torpedo gun, constructed for the 
purpose, occasions no report nor re-* 
coil and but little pressure and con- 
sequently is not in the least danger- 
out, to those haiidlhu< the gun, At 
the trials made so far the torpedoes 
traversed a distance of 16,000 feet.

The 


city now gets its entire, supply of 
water from wells, most of them in 
the rock and a few in the gravel. 
Jackson is fortunate 
in having- a 


water field that is seeming-ly without 
limit of rapacity. Flowing' Wt'lls and 
exceedingly rich producers of water 
may he obtained by boring1 into the 
earth almost anywhere in the neigh- 
borhood of the city. Years ago three 
of the best 
pi-oducers 
from some 


cause ceased to give water nnd were 
nbar.doned. The siphon system of 
lifting water was then exclusively 
used. Tests with the Bacon air-lift 
system, 
now 
steadily 
employed, 


proved satisfactory, and five years 
a#o that system was installed, the 
air-lifL being attached to the three 
abandoned wells. 
At present 
and 


since then about 2,1200,000 gallons 
of water have been pumped 
daily 


from those three wells once aban- 
doned as worthless.

In his famous book a decade ago 


the late prince of socialists, Edward 
Bellamy, portrayed a life of national 
ease, free from mercantile strife und 
competitive 
systems. 
George' H. 


Webster, a retired grocer of Nashua, 
N. H., has founded a colony on the 
banks of the Merrlmac river at Merii- 
nvack, N. H., that will live the law 
as laid dc-wn by Bellamy. 


It will be known as the Bellamy 


Colony association, for it was from 
Edward 
Bellamy's 
famous 
Taook, 


"Looking Backward," that Mr. Web- 
ster gained his first inspiration re 
gard-lng the colony. 
It is to bs mod- 


eled on the Kuskin colony, now lo 
cated in Georgia, and formerly of 
Tennessee. 
It will cost $300 to be- 


come a member of the colony and that 
$300 gives the applicant a life mem- 
bership. 
Only ministers and law- 


yers will -be barred. 


"While I believe," Mr. Webster 


Days, "that every man has a right to 
worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience, I think 
it much better that he should do 'his 
-worshipping outside of the colony. 
Start a -ehurch and nine times out of 
ten you have laid -the best corner 
stone in the world for a row. 


"Some lawyers may be honest, but 


their methods are of necessity dis- 
honest in many cases. 
What legal 


advice we need we can obtain in eith- 
er Manchester or Nashua, .and we 
won't be taking as many chances as 
we would with a lawyer in our 
midst." 


The articles of agreement which 


each ^member signs provide for -the 
election of a trustee by the members

We shall found 
schools for the education of children 
mid a large part of them will be de- 
voted to 'manual training. 


"This colony won't be an asylum 


for either tramps or onen and women 
who are too lazy to do their full share 
of the work. 
If a member is sick 


he will be cared for. 
If he dies he 


'•will bs given a decent burial. 
If he 


lives he must do his part of the work. 
Our motto will be, 'All for one and 
one for all,' the slogan of 'The Three 
Guardsmen.' 


"Women will receive -the same pay 


as the men, but the fact .that their 
family -cnres -will take up a large por- 
tion of their time will not matte it 
necessary for them to wark as hard. 
Each man and woman will be as- 
signed to the work for (which they 
are best fitted. 


"Their pay will come in the shape 


of- certificates gcpd.for <the purchase 
of such articles of wearing apparel 
as are necessary to their comfort at 
the colony stare. 
By this, of course, 


I mean articles that -we do not man- 
ufacture ourselves. 


"Membership in -the colony guar- ' 


p.ntees every one a sufficient supply of 
food, fuel and clothing, as well -as -a 
residence. 
No money will he ussd 


among members. 
There will be 


neither borrowing nor lending, and 
such nightmares ns Interest accounts 
•will be unknown. 
We shall pay 


cash for -what we Import and we shall 
buy In large quantities and get the 
rock bottom prices. 


WILL BUILD THEIR -HOUSES. 
"Our first industry will be a saw- 


mill, for which we have excellent 
water power right here on the farm. 
We fihall saw But tiie boards frim the 
logs and build our own houses. 


• "At flrtt w« thall tmv« to purchase 


our glass, nails and other hardware, 
but I think in a few years we shall 
need very little 
from the outside 


wtrld. 


"What industries have I in mind 


to establish here that will bring us a 
revenue from the outside?

On. tile-testimony of a distinguished 


French physician a new count must 
be added 
to 
the 
long indictment 


ag-ainst th dreaded grip. This phy- 
sician, Dr. J. Lucas Chriiupionniere, 
has set the medical profession to dis- 
cussing and disagreeing 'about his 
theories in a fine manner. 
The new 


theory of the Frenchman was given 
to thy world through a paper read by 
him at a 
meeting 
of the French 


Academy of Medicine recently. 
In 


this Dr. Championniere declared that 
appendicitis is largely an after effect 
of 
the grip. He points out that it 


has been noted and recorded by phy- 
sicians in all parts of the civilized 
world that -there are many serious 
cases of the affection- of the appendix 
after every recurrence of an epidemic 
of the grip. 


The conclusion is not based on this 


observation alone, however, and there 
is a full, discussion of the increase of 
the. malady which-has during the last 
twenty years become familiar to the 
people of Europe and America under 
Ua name of appendicitis. Dr. Lucas 
lays down several propositions which 
may be generalized as follows: Ap- 
pendicitis is a new disease or its de- 
velopment into the frequent malady 
of the present is a new thing; it is a 
sort of epidemic; more 'frequently 
than otherwise it is the localizing o' 
the grip. Its prime causes, he thinks 
are improper or insufficient purgation 
of the digestive organs and the ex- 
cessive use as food of freshly slaugh- 
tered meat. 
The French physician, 


in his discussion oi' the disease, gave 
one of the most prominent physicians 
of nil American city as his authority 
for the statement that one-third of 
the population of that city was af- 
flicted with appendicitis or had the 
gornis of the disease in their systems. 


IS NEW HUMAN AFFLICTION. 
He does not countenance the theory 


of same physicians that appendicitis 
IMS existed for generations, 'but that 
the medical profession was no,t ob- 
serving enough to discover it and 
tren-t it as a distinct ailment. He be- 
liovcs that for many generations Eu- 
rope and America have had surgeons 
and physicians who would not have 
failed to record and endeavor to seek 
a remedy for this malady hart it been 
developed in their patients. He from 
his researches thinks that while theru 
has always been a vermiform disease 
arising therefrom it is only in the 
present generation that the changed 
conditions of living have made the 
disease important. 


His theory about 
the 
disease i* 


based on his observation and the re- 
jection of other eminent physicians 
of the old theories which were held 
a few years ago about it being trace- 
able to grape seeds and the like. 
These have been exploded long; since, 
he says, and' the physician must look 
somewhere else in his search for i'hc 
origin of this new foe to human HEe 
which it is his business to battle 
with. The malady known as appen- 
dicitis is but little understood, and, 
like many other physicians, he ad- 
mits that practically nothing is 
known of it except tlmtitis dangerous 
and often fatal, and that of late years 
it has increased at an alarming rate. 
It is known by physicians that H is 
catarrhal inflammation of the mu- 
eous.membranes, which, extending C'J 
the appendix, produces a condition of 
purulencc that becomes localized per- 
itonitis. But what the inflammation 
proceeds from and w'nat is the origi- 
nal cause are problems which liavo 
baffled the physicians up to this time. 


MODERN HABITS PRODUCE IT. 
He reasons that if the malady is a 


new disease, or even an old one which 
has increased according to the pro- 
portions which the evidence of tin 
best physicians shows it has attained 
then there must bn some modern 
cause for this. He fliuls the cause 
iu the new conditions of life, the 
change of civilized men, especially In 
England and America, to a more ex- 
clusive meat diet 'and the concurrent 
change in the practice of physicians 
in ths liV.rttcr of not giving piirgn- 
llves. In the old days the fanner, 
the artisan and the ordinary busincsti 
m<ui,he says, living.ft quiet, peaceful 
life, subsisted ou a 'diet largely veg- 
etable. 
This wns ot only the best 


suited for his digestive organs, but 
it supplied him with the sustenance 
needed for Ilia work. 
Since "the 


strenuous life" became the vogue in 
America, and Europe, too, the terrific 
nervous strain under which men live 
requires a more powerful stimulating 
diet, and meat has become, the preat 
focrl staple. Children arc ed it when 
they should be given only lacteal 
food. 
The physician says he has 


heard men boast that they never un- 
der any circumstances ate vegetables, 
fruit or bread. 


The-appendix, lie says, can be safe- 


ly said to be more susceptible of dis- 
ease 
from its structure than 
any 


other organ of the body. Whatever 
infects tho intestines inevitably af- 
fects the appendix. 
Its direct con- 


nection with the intestines makes It 
the depository of the most vintlsnt 
poisons which infect the body. As 
there is no outlet, these toxics mul- 
tiply nnd incroae in virulence* ami 
finally work fnlnl conseqxicncos. An- 


imal food contains to a much,greater^ 
degice than vegetables the properties 
inimical to health. The change from 
the more natural vegetable diet, or 
largely vegetable, worked changes in 
:he digestive organs which were not 
wholly able to adapt .themselves to 
the new conditions. 
He lias never 


seen nor heard of a purely vegetarian 
being afflicted with appendicitis. 
His 


gees further and says that the medi- 
cal statistics will show that in those 
countries where the vegetable diet in- 
still ndheied 
to there is nothing 


known of the malady which has comj 
to be the terror of the meat eating 
nations of the woi-H. 


ADVISES ATTENTION TO DIET. 
For a remedy and preventive of 


this disease of the appendix, or which 
has its culmintion in the affection if 
the appendix, t'bc physician says » 
more careful attention to diet is nec- 
essary, and he urges on physicians to 
go back to some of their older prac- 
tices with relation to purgatives, 
which of late years have been nlmcut 
totally abandoned. 
The old practice 


relied largely ou this form of treat- 
ment in most ailments, but the mod- 
ern pr.ictrtioiier has rejected it from 
fear of peritonitis. This Dr. Cham- 
pionnieve thinks a groundless fear, 
or, at least, that the danger from 
peritonitis is much less with the in- 
testinal canal thoroughly cleansed of 
waste than is the danger from ap- 
pendicitis where the body is clogged 
with poison-generating material. As 
the artificial mode of life has in- 
creased the liability of the accumu- 
lation of poisons in the system, so, 
he argues, must artificial means be 
used to assist the system in get- 
ting- rid rf thorn. 


SUICIDE BELIEFS. 


Yesterday R coroner's jury at Chel- 


sea brought in the very rare verdict 
of "fclo de so" in a case of suicide. 
Nowadays such a finding involves no 
more than the possibility that tin 
body may not be buried in conse- 
crated ground, but, 
as every one 


knowo, it is not so many years ago 
that it would have compelled the au- 
thorities to bury the corpse nt a 
point where four cross ror.de meet, 
anci with a stake placed through it.

SWEDISH AIB. TORPEDO. 


An air torpedo of a construction 


heretofore unknown has been patent- 
ed by n Swedish major, Mr. Unge, and 
the inventor has just received a gov- 
ernment subsidy for making experi- 
ments with ths iifw torpedo. 
The 


motion of this peculiar 
projectile 


through the air, according to tho 
patent specifications, is caused ex- 
clusively by a force which is develop- 
ed in the torpedo little by little from 
ignition nf a gas generated 
from 


clowly burning material. The pres- 
sure of the g-ns gradually becoming1 


stronger, propels the torpedo through 
an arrangement by -which the gas 
criii escape at the bottom. 


Once in motion, the torpedo there- 


fore increases its speed in the same 
degree as the gas pressure is in- 


CJ eased. The charge may consist of 
any explosive, provided the same is 
ignited only by shocks or blows. The 
initial velocity need be but slight, as 
the torpedo is impelled by its own 
force. Therefore the discharge from 
the torpedo gun, constructed for the 
purpose, occasions no report nor re- 
coil nnd but little pressure and con- 
sequently Is not in the least danger- 
ous to those liandlin'C th? gun. At 
the trials made so far the torpedoes 
traversed a distance of 16,000 feet.

CHRIST'S THIRD 
APPEARANCE. 


This lesson piece oC scripture is full 


of riches which \7C can readily sp- 
proxinmte, and also it Is clotheil in 
mysteries which we would better not 
attempt to understand. First of all, 
we set hefore us the scene of Christ's 
appearing to His disciples. It was 
on" Easter day, aB we call il, nnd it 
•vvas the third tinio He had showed 
Himself alive Unit first day of the 
week—in the early morning 1° th? 
faithful women, in the afternoon to 
the .two diEciplcs on their walk to the 
village called Eminnus; and now, in 
the evening, He suddenly ushered 
Himself into their presence, where 
they were gathered.

(xxiv. 37) says the disciples "wer 
terrified and supposed they had seel 
a spirit." 
"Was there a miracl 


wrought in His entrance while th 
doors were shut? Possibly. But just 
as possibly not. There is no profit in 
multiplying belief in miraculous nr'.rj 
or events. Better, much, in doubtful 
cases, to assert and insist that if a 
miracle was needed, Jesus could very 
easily work it. 


THE SAVIOR'S SALUTATION. 
One who had. by tho Divine power 


lodged in Him. risen from the dead, 
any other miracle would be easy to 
perform. Probably His resurrection 
Tjody was not subject to the limita- 
tions of ordinary matter. But even 
if it was not. wo do not know posi- 
tively that He passed through the 
shut door. Only let us sto.nd firm in 
our faith that "with God all things 
nre possible." and that nothing tha' 
Christians have considered miracu 
lous is to be discredited on the basis 
of 'lit could not have been;" then our 
footing will bfl firm. 


Entering, in these circumstances, to 


-where the disciples were assembled 
the salutation of Jesus was most win 
some and sweet. Those men had al 
forsaken Him when the military and 
mol) surrounded Him in Oethsemnn 
Not one, except John, put in an ap- 
pearance the next day on Calvary. 


They allowed their Lord to suite 


and die without so much as the cheer- 
ing presence of His most prnfessef 
friends. They certainly had been a 
derelict set. to say the least. Hnc' 
their risen friend refused ever agair 
to recognize them, it would not hnvi 
•been more than men usually do in 
nny such circumstances.

This is the 
ess surprising since the basis of 
artificial 
manures—namely, 
super- 


phosphate of lime—is formed by nct- 
ng upon ordinary bone ash with 
common oil of vitriol. The import- 
mt point, however, is that it 1ms 
now been established beyond doubt 
thnt plants to which arsenicnl ma- 
nure is applied take up arsenic in 
their tissues. Cabbages and turnips 
gathered from fields manured with 
superphosphates have given unmis- 
takable evidence of the presence of 
arsenic. It is probable that ncid ac- 
cumulates in soil which is constantly 
being dressed witli superphosphates, 
so thnt plants raised 011 such soil 
irould absorb arsenic, and exercise an 
injurious effect on the health of both 
man and animals. It is even pos- 
sible, for n similnr reason, that the 
beef and mutton which we eat daily 
contain arsenic. The more import- 
ant question nlso nriscs: 
May not 


the arsenic in malt be traceable to 
the somewhat large amount of arse- 
nic inevitably present in artificial 
manures? This aspect of the subject 
is a very serious one, and demands 
further and fuller inquiry.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.
